MR. HARRISON CAN HAVE MEDALS. 


Congress Gives Him Permission to Ac- 
cept Decorations. 


Washington, D. C., March 26.—[{Special.]— 
During President Harrison's administration 
the governments of Brazil and Spain sent 
him decorations and medals in appreciation 
of services rendered them in connection with 
certain diplomatic negotiations. 

According to the Constitution of the United 
States, however, no official of this country 
can accept such tokens from a foreign gov- 
ernment without the sanction of Congress.

Some weeks ago W. T. Baker, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, J. J. Hill Jr., and 
Edwin Walker called upon Chief of Police 
Badenoch in regard to stopping the pool- 
rooms in the city.

All Done at Once. 

When within one block of their different 
destinations the officers in command ex- 
plained the situation to their men, and at 
4:10 o’clock exactly each place was entered 
and the arrests and seizures made. The 
most difficult, and at the same time the most 
important, arrests were made in the attic 
of the Rialto Building. There was found 
the central quotation office of the different 
concerns. Three clerks, with tally sheets, 
four machines, and transmitters were taken. 
Fields took his men up to the sixth floor ana 
from there they went over desks and lum- 
ber and under the sloping roof to the room 
in the southeast corner of the bullding, im- 
mediately under the roof, and having a sky- 
light as the only opening besides the door. 

The room was 6x8 and had four doors be- 
tween it and the first entrance.

New Club Establishing Single Code 
of Morals for Both Sexes—Propose 
to Investigate Private Lives of 
Young Men and Formulate Black- 
list of Those Who Do Not Reach tie 
Standard—Fable of High Hat.

American girls ordinarily 
bright can tell by a man’s words, looks, and 
deeds whether he is pure-minded or other- 
wise, for an unchaste life leaves an indelible 
impress, even on the features. So it does 
not seem necessary for the young women to 
become spies. 

But from whatever source the informa- 
tion comes, a young woman ought to have 
enough loyalty to herself, and especially to 
her particular friends, to warn any who may 
need it that certain young men sustain dis- 
honorable relations and are unfit to mingle 
in respectable society. 

If women in the past had been thus loyal 
many unhappy, heartbreaking marriages 
would have been prevented and fewer little 
children been born doomed from birth to 
idiocy or death because of a father’s early 
sins.”’ 

The pledge itself is commendable and sig- 
nificant of a more equitable adjustment of 
social laws. It reads: 

J solemnly promise, by the help of God, 
to hold the law of purity as equally binding 
upon men and women, and to use my utmost 
efforts to obey the command, ‘ Keep thyself 
pure’; to discountenance all coarse lan- 
guage and impurity in dress, in language, 
and art, and to lend a helping hand alike to 
men and women, giving the penitent of both 
sexes an equal chance of reform, so far as 
my assistance and influence can do this.“

Plans for the New Hospital for the In- 
sane at Rock Island. 

Springfield, III., March 26.—[Special.]J— 
Gov. Altgeld has spent the last two days 
with the official architect in the perfection 
of the plans for the new hospital for the in- 
sane, to be located at Rock Island. They 
have been assisted by Dr. Gapen, Super- 
intendent of the hospital at Kankakee; 
Maj. Kirkwood of the Soldiers’ Home, and 
others. 

It is proposed to erect a central building 
three stories high, the first and second 
stories of each to be devoted entirely to 
small dining-rooms, and the third story to 
contain the kitchen, the food to be lowered 
to the dining-room below by means of ele- 
vators. Extending out from this central 
building, and connected with covered ways 
to protect the patients in time of. bad 
weather, will be a number of cottages or 
wings. These are to be only two stories 
high, and each floor of each wing is to bea 
complete hospital in itself, having its sleep- 
ing rooms, day rooms, parlors, water clos- 
ets, and bath-rooms. , 

Each one of these apartments istocontain 
from twenty-five to forty patients, making 
from fifty to eighty for each cottage. 

The administration building for the of- 
ficers and officials and for the attendants 
when not on duty will be entirely outside, as 


it is found to be very undesirable to have at- 


tendants sleep and spend all their time in the 
atmosphere of the hospital proper. The en- 
tire building is to be absplutely fireproof 
and provided with all modern sanitary equip- 
ments. 

Gov. Altgeld has restored the rights of 
citizenship to Charles McGuire of Chicago, 
who served three years in the Joliet State 
prison for manslaughter, and to Frank R. 
Myers of Chicago, who served three yearsin 
the same institution for burglary and 
larceny.

SOURCE OF THE X RAY DISCOVERED. 


— — — 


Produced Where Cathode 
Strike Crookes Bulb. 

Profs. William M. Stine, John E. Snow, and 
Truman P. Gaylord succeeded yesterday in 
demonstrating that the X ray is produced 
where the cathode streams strike the 
Crookes tube bulb, and it originates on the 
inner side of the glass. 

In describing the experiments Prof. Stine 
said: 

‘‘ We took brass tubes of different sizes up 
to three inches and cut them in lengths of 
one-half inch. These sections were laid edge- 
wise, one inside the other, on the dry plate. 
When the series was placed directly opposite 
the cathode the inner rings made sharp 
shadows of the width of the metal, which 
was as thick as ordinary pasteboard. The 
outer rings cast shadows of increasing width. 
By ‘ plotting’ these shadows the directions 
of the rays were determined. It was found 
they came from a circular area two inches in 
diameter, in the end of the tube opposite the 
cathode. When the paths of the rays were 
extended they diverged long before reaching 
the cathode. The bulb used was pear-shaped 
and eight inches long. 

To prove the ray could not originate out- 
side the bulb, four dry plates were prepared 
with brass rings resting on them and placed 
as follows: (1) under the bulb of the tube, 
which was fastened in a horizontal position: 
(2) on the side of the bulb, opposite the 
anode; (3) near the anode, inclined at an 
angle of 45° to the cathode stream; (4) at the 
other end, facing the cathode. . 

All the plates were parallel to the walls 
of the bulb, and they formed a chain reach- 
ing around it. They were all exposed the 
same length of time and showed equally 
well-defined shadows. 

We tried every conceivable way to re- 
fiect the X ray and failed. The material 
theory is not consistent with our experi- 
ence.”’

Latest Claim Made Is That the Will of 
18860 Is a Forgery. 

Butte, Mont., March 26.—Five contests of 
the alleged will of Andrew J. Davis are now 
on. Tomorrow is the last day for filing con- 
tests. The contestants so far on record are: 
Eliza Bowdoin of Springfield, Mass.: Diana 
Davis of Somerset, Conn.; Calvin P. Davis 
of Sebastopol, Cal.; Eliza A. Smith of Berk- 
ley, Cal.; Hulda Snell of Kern County, Cali- 
fornia; the latter claiming to be the widow 
of the dead millionaire. The most formida- 
ble contest is that of Eliza A. Smith, insti- 
tuted today. She alleges that the will of 
1866 was a forgery, and that it was con- 
tested by Henry A. Root, Harriet Sheffield, 
of Massachusetts; Henry A. Davis of New 
York, and Sarah Maria Cummings of Ware. 
Mass. The case resulted in a mistrial, after 
which the petitioner states that contestants 
entered into a conspiracy with the heirs, 
John A. Davis, to divide the estate among 
themselves and defraud the other heirs. The 
petitioner wants one-twenty-second of the 
estate. Saturday, April 4, is set as the day.

OPEN WAR ON CIGARETS. 


THOMAS BRENAN AND MRS. c. v. 
WAITE COMPLETE PLAN. 


Pledging Schoolboys Will gin on 
Monday, Probably at rer. 
Hoyne School — Principal Bian- 

Chard, with the Visitors, Will Ad- 

dress the Scholars on the Tobagco 
Evil, and the Forming of A. C. B. 
Societies Will Start. 

Mrs. C. V. Waite, President of the Na- 
tional Anti-Cigaret Association, and Thomas 
Brenan, Chairman of the School Manage- 
ment committee of the Board of Education, 
held a short conference in Mr. Brenan’s of- 
fice yesterday afternoon and completed ar- 
rangements for an active campaign against 
cigarets in the Chicago public schools. 

They will meet at the same place at 2 
o’clock on Monday afternoon with Mrs. M. 
E. D. Gilmore, organizer of the association, 
probably going thence at once to some prom- 
ment school to begin the work of pledging 
the pupils. The Thomas Hoyne School will 
probably be selected to begin with, as Prin- 
cipal Helen Blanchard is deeply interested 
in the movement. Mrs. Waite and Mrs. 
Gilmore were much impressed by Mrs. 
Blanchard's protest against the use of cig- 
arets. 

Principal Blanchard’s Protest. 

This protest, which was first published in 
THE TRIisuNB of Monday last, was as fol- 
lows: 

It is impossible for one to be a teacher 
in Chicago and not be greatly concerned in 
regard to the cigaret habit. After careful 
investigation I tind that less than 10 per 
cent of the 320 bays now in the school are 
addicted to the habit. That the percentage 
iS no larger is due to eternal vigilance’ on 
the part of teachers. Confirmed cigaret 
smokers do not stay in school long. They 
rarely finish even the primary school course. 
The reason for this is the intellect becomes 
so dulled, the power of application so weak- 
ened, that to learn is an impossibility. 1 
have known boys of 16 who could not do the 
work of second and third grades. The phys- 
jcal effects are apparent to the most casual 
observer. The cigaret smoker is almost in- 
variably undersized, hollow-cheeked, and 
pale and thin, and always has dull eyes and 
unsteady gaze. I personally know two boys, 
one 13, the other 18, who are the same size 
now as at the age of 6 or 7. I know others 
who have made a scarcely perceptible growth 
in five years. I have had one case of entire 
loss of voice from the habit. The cigaret 
smoker is always a moral coward. He loses 
all regard for truth and honor and cannot 
Keep his word. With the loss of mental and 
physical strength there necessarily follows 
the loss of ambition. This habit renders a 
boy of sweetish temper and most careful 
breeding sullen and boorish. If a boy be- 
comes intractable in nine cases out of ten 
cigarets are the cause. As teachers we look 
upon this growing evil as the greatest ob- 
stacle to our work.“ 


Plan of Work. 

Mrs. Waite and Mrs. Gilmore, and perhaps 
Mrs. Blanchard and Mr. Brenan, will make 
short addresses to the children, telling them 
plainly of the evil effects of tobacco, phys- 
ically, intellectually, and morally. The boys 
will then be asked to pledge themselves not 
to smoke cigarets nor to give them to others, 
and to discourage their use by other boys. 
The girls will probably be asked to sign a 
pledge to use their influence to discounte- 
nance cigaret smoking. 

The plan tormulated also includes the or- 
ganization of anti-cigaret societies of boys 
in every school. They will be expected to 
manage these societies by themselves, and 
the object will be to keep up interest in the 
anti-cigaret propaganda. If the societies 
desire they will be furnished with badges 
in the form of buttons or pins, with the red 
white, and blue bars signifying American 
manhood, and the letters A. C. B.,“ for 
Anti-Cigaret Brigade.“ Thé girls may be 
allowed to join the societies as honorary 
members and to wear the badges. 

The work will be extended to every schooe! 
in the city. Mr. Brenan has promises his 
hearty codperation, and the majortty of the 
members of the School Management commit- 
tee and of the School Board are known to be 
heartily in accord with the crusade. 

Pledging Adults. 

In addition to pledging the children their 
parents and other adults will be enlisted in 
the movement. 
a promise to do all they can to dissuade ail 
their young acquaintances from using cig- 
arets and to work for the enactment of 
such municipal and State laws, with an ef- 
fective penalty attached thereto, as shall 
prevent the manufacture and sale of this 
mind-destroying and death-dealing curse.“ 


THINKS IT NO WORSE THAN OTHERS, 


Assistant Superintendent Hartney on 
West Division High School. 

The recent antics of some of the “‘smart” 
boys at the West Division High School are 
causing comment at Board of Education 
headquarters. It has been hinted Principal 
Clayberg is not as successful as might be 
in quenching the mischievous spirit of the 
children under his Keeping, but this idea is 
not shared by the members of the Superin- 
tendent’s staff. 

Assistant Superintendent Elizabeth L. 
Hartney said yesterday afternoon: 

The school in question is not in my dis- 
trict, but I do not believe breaches of dis- 
cipline are any more frequent there than in 
other schools. When such things as are 
said to have occurred on Monday do occur 
all that can be done is to discipline the gullty 
ones. This can be done either by suspending 
them or transferring them to another school. 
Stin another manner of disposing of such 
cases is by retaining the child in the school 
on probation. Different children must be 
differently dealt with.”

MRS. HANNAH ADAMS OF SOUTH EV- 
ANSTON PASSES AWAY, 


She Is Said to Be the Last Survivor of 
the Famous Red River Colony and 
the Last to Leave Old Fort Dear- 
born When Abandoned in i1837— 
Her Husband an Ordnance Sergeant 
of the Regular Army—She Leaves 
Four Daughters. 

Mrs. Hannah Adams, an old resident of 
Chicago, whose name is intimately asso- 
ciated h stirring eyents of pioneer days, 
died last evening at 8:30 at her residence, 
Chicago and Hamilton avenues, 
Evanston. . , 

Mrs. Addms enjoyed the distinction of be- 
ing the last survivor of Gen. Cheltain's fa- 
mous Red River Colony, and with her de-

ceased husband, Jeseph Adams, Ordnance ,; 


Sergeant of the reguiar army, was the last 
to leave old Fort Dearborn at the time of its 
abandonment in 1837. 

It was in 1820 she went into the Red River 
country, and after moving about there for 
some time finally reached Fort Snelling, 
where she met her future husband, who was 
a member of the first troop which occupied 
the fort. 

Some time after their marriage they came 
to Fort Dearborn, which had been rebuilt 
after its destruction in 1812. There they re- 
mained until the fort was abandoned. 

After that they moved on to a quarter sec- 
tion of land in Northfield Township, Cook 
County, and there they remained for twenty 
years, when they moved to Evanston, where 
Mrs. Adams since resided. Her husband 
died about ten years ago. 

Mrs. Adams leaves four daughters, Mrs.

THE REGISTRATION FRAUDS, 

On Tuesday over 61,000 new names were 
put on the registry books. A year ago, just 
prior to the last Mayoralty election, the 
number was only 51,200. This increase 
shows that the people are taking much in- 
terest in next month’s election, though Al- 
dermen are the only city officers to be 
chosen, and that a heavy vote will be cast. 

But the net gain in registration will fall 
below 61,000, Many of the names put on 
the books on Tuesday are those of men who 
voted last November and have moved since 
then. Their names will have to be stricken 
off the, books of the precincts they removed 
from. .Then in four of the wards there has 
been a great deal of fraudulent registration. 
Several thousand illegitimate names will 
be knocked off if the clerks canvass their 
precincts thoroughly. 

In the First, Seventeenth, Eighteenth, 
and Nineteenth Wards gang Aldermen 
are candidates for reélection. Coughlin, 
O’Connor, Mahoney, and Powers are the 
regular Democratic candidates. It is not 
surprising that there should be a suspicious- 
ly heavy registration in those wards. The 
friends of those four candidates have no 
scruples. Their zeal explains why nearly 
4,000 persons were registered in the First 
Ward, over 4,000 in the Eighteenth, and 
2,300 in the Nineteenth. The gangs of 
would-be repeaters have evidently got in 
their work. 

In the Seventeenth Ward, where the 
woman-slugger, O'Connor, is trying to be re- 
elected, the frauds appear to have been ex- 
tensive and barefaced. Of the 1,400 new 
names it is estimated that over 400 are 
fraudulent. Squads of men went from 
polling place to polling place on Tuesday 
and registered at each of them—some as 
many as eleven times. Men are registered 
from vacant lots, and scores are put down 
as living in houses which will not accommo- 
date half a dozen. 

Ik the clerks of election perform their 
sworn duty these attempts at fraud will be 
frustrated. If those officers canvass their 
precincts as the law requires they will 
detect with ease all cases of bogus registra- 
tion and the books will be purged. To the 
extent that the clerks neglect their duty 
there will be cheating on election day. 

It is not enough, however, to remove 
these spurious names from the books. The 
men who swore falsely on Tuesday should 
be arrested, when known, and prosecuted. 
It is stated that much evidence has been 
collected against some offenders. If so 
they should be arrested without delay and 
their cases followed up persistently until 
the rascals are landed at Joliet.

HELLO, MARS. 

“When we begin telegraphing to Mars 
what language will be used!“ quoth Little 
Peterkin. 

“It would be advisable to begin with En- 
glish,” sagely replied Agamemnon, “ be- 
cause it is spoken universally. If that 
failed we might try the others in order, not 
forgetting Sanscrit.” 

It is in this credulous spirit that many 
unthinking people will receive the asser- 
tion of Nicola Tesla that he has found a 
method by which the inhabitants of this 
earth may ultimately communicate with 
those on Mars or any other planet. The 
idea is not new, and Tesla seems to have im- 
proved on the German proposition of a sys- 
tem of lights placed in triangles and squares. 
He would construct an immense telegraphi@ 
key, with a spark gap a mile or niore wide, 
with the universe for batteries, and trans- 
mit waves of electricity through countless 
millions of miles of ether. An electrical af- 
finity between stellar bodies may not be dis- 
puted, and possibly Tesla may succeed in 
transmitting waves of electricity to other 
planets. But here the imagination begins 
to falter. By which of the senses will he 
know he has succeeded? The hunter 
knows his aim has been true when he sees 
the game fall. The answering click from 
San Francisco tells the operator in Chicago 
his message has been received. Until Mars 
replies how will he know? 

Presuming it were possible to formulate 
a code of signals which would be de- 
ciphered by the supposititious inhabitants of 
Mars, and that this might be accomplished 
within the lifetime of Tesla or some of his 
disciples, would it not be better and more 
expeditious to begin at the other end of the 
problem and see if Mars is not already 
sending waves of electricity earthward? 
It is believed the inhabitants of Mars, if 
there be such, are older in civilization than 
those of the earth. Therefore it is reasona- 
ble to suppose that if Tesla’s scheme be 
practicable it has been anticipated by the 
parties of the second part, who are waiting 
patiently for Tesla to answer them. Let 
Tesla arrest the waves from Mars and then 
analyze them. There are pessimists, how- 
ever, who will say that the world knows 
now more than is conducive to its happi- 
ness, more even than any single intellect 
can grasp in its entirety, and that ignorance 
is probably bliss in so far as any use we 
may have for Mars is concerned. 

Tesla makes another announcement 
much more tangible. He says he will be 
able, by means of these great waves of 
electricity, to transmit important messages 
to ail parts of the earth simultaneously. If 
this be true the road to wealth lies before 
Tesla. He may organize a great World's 
Press Association for the economical dis- 
semination of news. Success to Tesla, the 
future Managing Editor of the World. 


VALUE OF FARM ANIMALS. 

The latest statistics of farm animals, pub- 
lished by the Department of Agriculture, 
need to be explained in order to prevent them 
from being misunderstood. The aggregate 
value showed an annual increase for many 
years up to 1884, then fell back some, and 


again increased to 1893, since when it has 


decreased. The value for the beginning of 
1896 is 740 million dollars less than twelve 
years previously, and nearly 756 millions 
less than three years ago. The aggregate 
value of horses in 1895 was not quite half 
that in 1892, though the number only began 
to decrease from 1893. The aggregate 
value of mules is little more than half what 
it was for 1890, though there has been but 
a slight change in numbers. Milk cows in- 
creased slowly in numbers up to 1895, and 
decreased last year 367,043, or 2.2 per cent. 
but all cows increased a million and a third 
in numbers last year, and rose in average 
value 58 cents per head. Oxen and other 
cattle than cows decreased last year more 
than two millions in number, but averaged 
an increase in value of $1.80 per head. 
Since the beginning of 1893 the aggregate 
value of sheep has decreased 60 million dol- 
lars, or nearly one-half, but the decrease 
last year was only 2.3 per cent in aggregate 
value, with a gain of 12 cents per head in 
average value, due to the greater demand 
for mutton. 

In sheep there was a decrease in numbers 
amounting to nearly four millions for last 
year besides five millions in the two next 
preceding years. This may be set down to 
the account of adverse Democratic legisla- 
tion. The changes in the statistics for 
other animals are due to the operation of 
natural causes. The introduction of the 
trolley car and the bicycle has had mueh 
to do with lessening the demand for horses, 
with a consequent decrease in the value per 
head and discouragement of production. 
The greater supply of horses in proportion 
to the demand has increased the competi- 
tion with mules and reduced the price of 
the latter. The decrease in cattle is as- 
eribed by those familiar with the business 
to adverse weather conditions last winter. 
The short corn crop of 1894, with a less than 
average yield in 1893 and 1892, is responsi- 
ble for a decrease of 3 per cent in the num- 
ber of hogs, and the increase due to the big 
corn crop of last year is not yet available. 
for market, but the prospect of a bigger 
supply has tended to reduce the price this 
winter from that of a year previously, Hogs 
may have been 12.5 per cent less in average 
value, and 15 per cent less in aggregate 
value, at the beginning of last January 
than a year previously, but that does not 
prove those figures to be true of the sales 
made in the course of the year 1895 as com- 
pared with those made in the twelve months 
of the calendar year 1894. 


THE QUESTION OF NAVIGABILITY. 

When the Supreme Court decided in 
October, 1892, that the Lake-Front be- 
longed to this city and not to the Illinois 
Central, it directed the court below to find 
out whether any of the piers and docks 
which had been constructed by the railroad 
near Randolph ‘street, or between Twelfth 
and Sixteenth, “ extend into the lake be- 
yond the point of practical navigability, 
having reference to the manner in which 
commerce in vessels is conducted on the 
lake.” If built out too far, in whole or part, 
the court was to order the excess removed, 
and the title to the submerged land which 
had been encroached on should vest in the 
State. After the lapse of three years and a 
half, and the taking of a great deal of tcsti-

RIGHTS OF MARRIED MEN. 

Omaha is threatened with another cur- 
few ordinance. One recently passed by 
the City Council is intended to keep chil- 
dren off the streets late at night. The new 
one is to apply to married men instead of 
children. 

There are no statistics at hand, showing 
whether the City Council. of Omaha is 
composed largely or in part of bachelors. 
It goes without saying the married men in 
the Council, if there are any such, and, in 
fact, the total male married population of 
Omaha will resist vigorously this proposed 
invasion of their rights. But married men 
are hopelessly in a minority of the total 
population of Omaha or any other city, and 
without the support of the bachelors they 
would be unable to hold their own against 
the better half of humanity. Bachelors are 
sui generis. They are notoriously soft- 
hearted and easily influenced by women. 
But while jealous of their own rights they 
have a certain disdain for the family man 
and think he would be just as well off in- 
doors at 9 o’clock at night as the children. 

If it happens the bachelors are in a ma- 
jority in the Omaha City Council the mar- 
ried men should beware. If the ordinance 
is passed they will get no sympathy from 
spouses or children, and with the loss of 
their old allies, the bachelors, public senti- 
ment will be against them overwhelmingly. 

Nebraska has not adopted woman suf- 
frage yet, but ina State where such a prop- 
osition can be presented to an exclusively 
male suffrage, what will happen when the 
women, who in many places outnumber the 
men, become voters? The bachelors should 
not be rash in setting a precedent with a 
curfew bell law for married men lest the 
tables be turned some day and they be 
compelled to wed old maids on pain of fine 
or imprisonment. 


A CASE FOR ACTION. 

It-is now several weeks since attention 
was called to the arrest and imprisonment 
in Cuba of Walter Grant Dygart, a citizen 
of Illinois. Information as to the charges 
against him has been refused the American 
Consul-General at Havana. It is said heis 
accused of being an insurgent. His deten- 
tion without civil trial is in contravention 
of the existing treaty between the United 
States and Spain, the repeated violation of 
which furnishes just cause for its abroga- 
tion, if that be deemed desirable. In addi- 
tion to the number of cases of this character 
which have been brought to the attention 
of the United States Government it is as- 
serted with much plausibility that many 
others, known by the Spanish authorities 
to be American citizens, but who have had 
no opportunity to communicate with 
friends, have been tried by military law and 
condemned to imprisonment or“ death. 
Dygart is said by his old friends and neigh- 
bors at Nunda, III., to be a quiet young man 
of exemplary character. He has been a 
leader in the temperance movement in this 
State and is not an adventurer in the 
common sense. He did not go to Cuba to’ 
join the insurgents, according to these re- 
ports, but in the pursuit of business. It is 
the duty of the Illinois delegation in Con- 
gress to see that this government calls Gen. 
Weyler and his country strictly to account 
for their treatment of Dygart and that 
Weyler's evasions be tolerated no longer. 


Wur does not the Board of Education stop 
talking and proceed toretrench? Over three 
weeks ago the Council cut down the ap- 
propriation for the schools and made re- 
trenchment necessary. Since then the board 
has been shivering on the brink, knowing 
something had to be done, and yet unable 
to take the plunge. One plan after another 
for cutting down expenses has. been pro- 
posed, but the board has not had the courage 
to adopt one ot them. It seems to be seeking 
for some method of reducing expenses which 
will displease no one, because it will throw 
nobody out, and cut down nobody’s pay, but 
it is as hard to devise anything of that kind 
as to discover perpetual motion. Most of 
the plans which have been proposed, only to 
be dropped, are good@ones. The exception is 
a proposition to take a month off the school 
year. In that case less would have to be 
paid teachers. But while the latter would 
get less money the children would get less 
schooling, and they get none too much now. 
Cut down the pay of the teachers if neces- 
sary, but do not cut down the number of 
school days at the same time. That would 
not be economy, but a crime. There are 
many legitimate ways in which to retrench, 
and it does not matter much which of them 
is adopted. The main thing is to do some- 
thing. The board seems to be paralyzed. 


THe Municipal Voters’ League advises 
the good citizens of the Twenty-second Ward 
to vote for John M. Harlan for Alderman 
because he is a man of high character and 
exceptional qualifications for public office,” 
and whose “aggressive and forceful char- 
acter, together with his skill as a debater, 
especially fit him to lead in the great work of 
reform which is so sorely needed in the Coun- 
ell.“ These words of commendation are none 
too strong.

SENATOR TELLER told the Philadelphia 
manufacturers that the silver producers of 
the United States are in greater need of re- 
lief than any other interests, and that when 
silver is again recognized as money by the 
statutes of the United States he and his 
colleagues would do everything in their 
power to relieve the distress of the manu- 
facturing industries. To this it may be re- 
plied that the silver men have a market for 
their product at its full value, and that sil- 
ver is now récognized as money by the 
statutes of the United States, while the 
amount of silver and silver paper 
in circulation far exceeds that of the gold 
and gold paper.

OBSERVATIONS. : 

(There are no exlgencies in the present 
situation requiring the Federal Government to 
debase its standard of money from 100-cent gold 
dollars to 50-cent free silver dollars for the pur- 
pose of enabling it to pay its bondholders, pen- 
sioners, and other creditors in artificially created 
‘‘cheap"’ money. The national standard money 
unit has never been worth less than gold, and ts 
not now. There are no pound of flesh ”’ obliga- 
tions outstanding against the United States Na- 
tion requiring it to resort to the Portia ’’ sort 
of law, because there is no Shylock creditor of the 
government demanding a pound of flesh.“ As 
the government can borrow all the money it needs, 
for as long as it pleases. at 2 to 3 per cent per an- 
num its ‘‘ Shylocks are easy and liberal. What 
the condition of R. J. H.’s”’ credit may be is 
nota matter that concerns the public. It is purely 
his own personal affair. 

From 1861 to 1863 the public credit of the Fed- 
eral Government gradually sank with some up- 
ward curves, as Union military successes were 
recorded, and people who loaned and borrowed 
greenbacks figured on what they were giving and 
getting and took their chances of gain or loss 
while the great and bloody war game was being 
played. After 1864 the chances of the Union being 
saved steadily improved, and hence the gold value 
of the greenback currency increased. 

For a short time, during the darkest period of 
the war, the market price in gold of the green- 
backs and bonds sank to 50 cents on the dollar, 
and once for a few days several cents below that 


ngure. But taking the whole four years of the 


war together the market value of greenbacks in 
gold was about 68 cents on the dollar. After Lee’s 
surrender in 1865 the chances of a near day being 
set by Congress for their redemption in gold on 
demand improved their value, and they gradually 
advanced to par. Their worth in the market was 
always fixed by those who wanted to buy them 
from those who wished to sell them for gold, and 
that price turned on the chances of their ultimute 
redemption by the gevernment in gold and when 
it would take place, or of their being funded into 
bonds payable in gold and silver—the latter then 
being equal in value to gold. 

The Government of the United States promised 
honest money payment of the war debt of all 
kinds, and it hag fulfilled that promise to the very 
letter, in good faith. As a consequence it has long 
been able to renew its bond loans at half or less 
than half the original rate of interest, thus prov- 
ing that honesty is the better policy. This high 
credit of the National Government has benefited 
the public credit of all the States, cities, counties, 
towns, corporations, and solvent companies and 
individuals, so that they all éan extend their mort- 
gages, renew their bonds at reduced interest rates, 
and obtain additional money at-much cheaper 
prices than would have been possible if any trick- 
ery had been played on the national credit by 
dishonest debt-scalers and fiat greenback knaves, 
who viciously strove to smirch the national faith 
by scaling the payment of its obligations and de- 
grading the value of its currency.

Answering F. J. H.'s ** inference,’’ The Trib- 


une thinks it would be atrociously ‘‘ dishonest ”’ 
for the Federal Government to change the intrin- 
sic value standard of its money from 100-¢ent 
gold dollars to free silver dollars of half that pur- 
chasing power in order to scale its debts one-half, 
so that it might defraud its creditors and penslon- 
ers out ot one-half their dues. Our government 
cannot perpetrate that act without wrecking its 
credit and smirching its character, 

During the great rebellion war, when the final 
outcome hung in gloomy suspense, the govern- 
ment sold its credit in the shape of bonds and 
greenbacks for the very highest price in gold that 
could be obtained for its obligations. Whatever 
the price paid was it measured the opinion of capital- 
ists as to the chances of being repaid—depending, 
of course, upon the final result of the war. The 
probability of the rebellion being put down and the 
Union saved before utter exhaustion came deter- 
mined the fluctuating gold value of the greenbacks 
and bonds. It was an accurate barometer. The 
chance of Union restoration in the average opinion 
of this country and Europe determined how much 
on the dollar capitalists would pay in gold for 
Union greenbacks and bonds, and that price os- 
cillated continually. They sold for all the gov- 
ernment could get for them. 

The Federal cause finally won, and an inde- 
structible Union was created, which is not im- 
pelled by poverty or necessity to deprive its cred- 
itors of any part of the money promised them for 
the bonds or greenbacks, nor can it afford to 
change or debase its money unit for the purpose 
of helping or tempting any part of its citizens to 
defraud others by payment in debased money, 
thus violating the spirit and intentions of their 
contracts. Private credit cannot be promoted in 
that way, nor can public credit be strengthened by 
the adoption of such fraudulent policies. Honesty 
is the best policy, both for individuals and na- 
tions. ]

The Indiana Supreme Court, in an opinion 

by Judge McCabe affirming a decision handed 

down some months ago by Judge Gillett of 

Lake County, has settled the three-cor- 

nered controversy regarding the constitu- 

tionality of the legislative act by which the 

Superior Courts at Hammond, La Porte, and 

Valparaiso were created.

courts be held at county seats is only by 

long continued usage and not by any con- 
stitutional provision, and may be changed 
by the will of the Legislature, and that the

EIGHT MEN TIE FOR FIRST PLACE 
AND DIVIDE THE MONEY. 


In the Shoot for the Daly Cup Dickey 
Makes a Clean Score and Is Award- 
ed the Prise—Twenty-three Men Tie 
for Second Pliace—Most Successful 
of All Big Shoots—Full Score of All

New York, March 26.—The Grand Ameri- 
can Handicap pigeon shoot was concluded 
this afternoon and Orrin Roswell Dickey of 
Boston, after a stubborn fight, won first hon- 
ors and the Daly silvercup.

LIFE OF WILLOUGHBY J. EDBROORR. 


Brief Story of His Achievements in 
Architecture and Affairs. 


The funeral of Willoughby J. Edbrooke 
will take place tomorrow afternoon at 2:30 
o’clock from No. 8965 Drexel boulevard 
under the auspices of Blaney Lodge No. 271, 
A. F. and A. M. Mr. Edbrooke’s death took 
place Wednesday afternoon after a short 
iliness from cancer of the stomach. 

W. J. Edbrooke was born Sept. 3, 1843, at 

Deerfield, Lake County, III. His father was 
a contractor and builder of New England 
extraction, who had settled in Lake County 
in 1836. Mr. Edbrooke was brought up to the 
architectural profession under his father’s 
superintendence until he reached an age to 
study under the most advanced masters, 
when he went to Chicago for that purpose. 
He studied for several years under the best 
architects in the city and was recognized for 
thorogh mastery of his profession. When 
he began business on his own account he 
went into partnership with his brothers, 
to whom he left the supervision of all build- 
ing operations, limiting his personalfatten- 
tion to the purely architectural side of the 
business. At a later period his brothers re- 
tired from the partnership and he remained 
in sole control. During the term of office 
of Mayor Roche he held the position of Com- 
missioner of Buildings. 
From April, 1891, till the end of President 
Harrison's administration he was Supervis- 
ing Architect. In this capacity it fell to his 
share to supervise all the government build- 
ings erected at the World’s Fair, all the de- 
signs for which were made in his office. 

Among the buildings which were built on 
his designs are the Tabor Grand Opera- 
House in Denver, Colo., the court-house at 
Geneva, Kane County, III., and the Notre 
Dame University at South Bend, Ind. He 
also designed the State Capitol Building at 
Atlanta, Ga., and several of the buildings 
at the Atlanta exposition. 

Mr. Edbrooke was greatly interested in 
sport and was Vice-President and a director 
of the Illinois State Sportsmen’s Associa- 
— as well as President of the Lake County 
club. 

In Masonry he was a Past Master, a mem- 
ber of the Oriental Consistory, and of the 
Medinah Temple. 


John L. Baker. 

John L. Baker died yesterday morning of 
heart disease at his residence, No. 3841 Hart 
avenue, Brighton Park. He was in his 72d 
year, having been born at Lebanon, O., on 
Oct. 7, 1824. Mr. Baker was the pioneer of 
Brighton Park, to which place he came from 
Ohio in 1861. He was a schoolmate and life- 
long friend of John B. Drake of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, who also came from Lebanon, 
O. Mr. Baker leaves a widow, two sons, 
and two daughters. The funeral will take 
place tomorrow at 9 o’clock a. m., from the 
residence of his son, D. A. Baker, at No. 
8841 Hart avenue. It will be by carriages to 
Mount Greenwood Cemetery.

BILL TO PROVIDE FOUR NEW WAR- 
SHIPS PASSES THE HOUSE. 


: Strong Effort Made to Make It Six, but 


It Proves Unavailing—Business on 

Al the Appropriation Bills Being 
Rashed Through with a Prospect of 
Adjournment of Congress by June 
I1—Fate of the Cuban Resolutions 
May Cause a Longer Session. 

Washington, D. C., March 26.—{Special.]— 
There is a significant effort being made in 
both branches of Congress to expedite the 
passage of the annual appropriation bills 
and generally to clean up the business 80 
as to make an early adjournment possible. 
No Congress, probably, has made such an 
enviable record as the present one. Under 
the whip and spur of Speaker Reed and 
Uncle Joe Cannon no sooner is one appro- 
priation bill out of the way in the House 
than another is ready to take its place. 

The naval bill, carrying upwards of $30,- 
000,000 and providing tor the construction 
of four new battleships and fifteen torpedo 
boats, was pushed through the House with 
neatness and dispatch. To be sure, there 
was little or no objection to the substantial 
increase in the navy, but it is not often that 
the members can depress their constitutional 
weakness for talking and allow to slip by 
them such an excellent opportunity for 
patriotic speeches as the navy affords. 

As soon as the bill was passed tonight 
Uncle Joe Cannon stepped to the front with 
a huge roll of manuscript and formally 


presented the ‘great sundry civil bill, which

RAISES PREMIUM ON GOLD BARS.

Action of Treasury Department to 
Prevent Exports of Yellow Metal. 
Washington, D. C., March 26.—The Treas- 
ury Department has instructed the New 
York Subtreasury to raise the premium on 
gold bars from 1-16 to 3-16 of 1 percent. The 
department’s purpose is to prevent future 
exports of gold. The order has a triple pur- 
pose. First, it will tend to raise the price 
at which gold can be exported profitably, 
the price of exchange now being dangerous- 
ly near the export point; second, it is re- 
garded as good policy to get rid of coin in- 
stead of bars, because the former frequent- 
ly have lost their weight through abrasion; 
and, .third, it is intended to meet the action 
the Bank of England has recently taken 
raising the price of gold bars to 77-shillings 
10 pence and thus practically lowering the 
rate of exchange at which gold, can be 
shipped from the United States to Great 

Britain to about 488% or 488%. 

The present condition of affairs in ster- 
ling exchange is due to the fact that a large 
amount of European gold that was bor- 
rowed for sixty days for the purpose of pay- 
ing for the new government bonds has to be 
sterling exchange could be pro- 
cured below the gold shipping point, with 
which to pay for that gold, the gold would 
not be shipped. The decreasing demand, 
however, for call money having brought 
about a decline in the rate at which money 
can be employed, there is no inducement for 
European capitalists to allow their money

WILL AID ALL THE LAKE COMMERC 


Pian for General System of Dock and 
Harbor Improvements. 

Washington, D. C., March 26.— [Special. 
Among the communications presented dur- 
ing the session of the Senate was a resolu- 
tion passed by the General Assembly of IIlli- 
nois urging Congress to establish 4 general 
system of dock and harbor improvements 
upon the great lakes. Senator Cullom pre- 
sented the resolution, which set forth that 
the improvements suggested were necessary 
not only for the protection of deep draft ves- 
sels upon Lake Michigan in particular, but 
in the interest of commerce, foreign and 
domestic. 


TO SURVEY FOR THE SHIP CANAL. 


Senate Takes Action on a Waterway 
from Lake Michigan to the Wabash. 
Washington, D. C., March 26.—[Specia].]— 

While in a mood for business today the Sen- 

ate passed a joint resolution providing for 

the appointment of a commission to make 

a preliminary survey for the construction 

of a ship canal from the lower shore of Lake 

Michigan to the Wabash River. 

According to the provisions of this measure 
the Secretary of War is authorized to ap- 
point a board of three officers of the en- 
gineers corps of the army to select and 
recommend the most practicable route for 
the construction of this proposed ship canal. 
An appropriation of 525, 000 is recommended, 
and the board is also directed tg report what 
effect the canal would have on the water 
level of the great lakes. . 

It was the original intention that the com- 
mission for this canal should consist of a 
citizen of Illinois, one from Indiana, and an 
officer of the United States Engineer Corps. 
When the proposition was referred to the 
Chief of Engineers he replied: 

While such a commission could undoubt- 
edly accomplish the purpose designed by the 
resolution in a satisfactory manner I am of 
the opinion that this purpose could be done 
more economically and expeditiously by a 
board of officers of the corps of engineers, to 
be appointed by the Secretary of War. I 
accordingly suggest that the resolution be 
amended so as to commit the proposed work 
to such a board. This course was pursued 
by Congress in the matter of the survey for 
the proposed canal connecting Lake Erie 
and the Ohio River, and has proven eminent- 
ly satisfactory.“ 

In accordance with this suggestion the 
resolution’ was reconstructed so as to con- 
fine membership on the commission to offi- 
cers of the engineer corps of the army.

NO NEED FOR COUSINS TO EXPLAIN. 


Charged with “Assimilating” a Speech 
Delivered a Year After His Own, 

Washington, D. C., March 286.—- [Special. 
Representative Cousins of Iowa was asked 
today what he thought of the recent attempt 
to show that his allusion to the World's Fair 
was assimilated from Dr. Haney’s Fourth 
of July speech in Chicago in 1894. He re- 
plied: 

“I really don't think I ought to speak of 
the matter at all. All I said about the 
World’s Fair was a mere incidental illustra- 
tion in the speech which I made in the House 
last week, and was recalled from some re- 
marks which I made at Cedar Rapids, Ia., 
on Decoration day, 1593, a year before they 
say that the Rev. Dr. Haney made his Fourth 
of July speech. 

It was a mere expression of the impres- 
sion which was made upon my mind by the 
great exposition. If Dr. Haney said some- 
thing like it a year afterward, in 1894, I 
think I ought to be accused of being a 
prophet instead of an assimilator. I am 
quite sure I, never saw Dr. Haney’s Fourth 
of July remarks until today. 

But I suppose somebody wanted to make 
a sensation and so they said I had assimilat- 
ed, or absorbed, or piagiarized. If a fellow 
tells the truth nowadays in his own way and 
happens to attract attention the matter must 
be accounted for in some way, and so they 
say he must have assimilated it.’ 

But what's the use of talking about it?

Charge of Malfeasance in Office Is Not 
Sustalined by Evidence. 
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FLUOROSCOPES FOR GENERAL USE. 


Edison Describes a New Invention to 
Be Put Upon the Market. 

New York, March 25.—{Special.]—Inventor 
Thomas A. Edison has just perfected at his 
laboratory in West Orange a new invention 
which he terms a fluoroscope, and which is a 
portable X ray apparatus, by means of which 
the subject revealed in radiographs can be 
conveyed to the naked eye by the X rays. 
This he proposes to exhibit at an electrical 
exhibition in New York soon, and he pre- 
dicts that these fluoroscopes will be made so 
cheaply and will be so reliable as to be of 
great use in every hospital in the country 
within a short time. 

It will be invaluable to surgeons in locating 
the seat of injuries, for with it the operator 
can easily discover anything beneath the 
fiesh by directing the fluoroscope upon the af- 
flicted member and turning on the electrical 
current, thus being able to apply his surgical 
instruments with an accuracy that would 
be impossible under other circumstances. 
Mr. Edison gave up fluoroscope photography 
some time ago and went to work on this new 
invention, which he is now confident will 
make a big success. 

The new machine consists of a double tube 
vacuum pump, attached to a wooden upright, 
the exhaust mercury pipe running into a 
small wooden box alongside the pump, in 
which the tube is placed, the current being 
supplied by an ordinary battery and induc- 
tion coil under the box or in any convenient 
place, the wires leading up through the box, 
thus preventing any possible shock being 
given by the current to the patient under 
operation. The reproduction is thrown on 
paper covered with crystals of tungstate 
of calcium, which forms a part of the fluoro- 
scope.

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ARE AFTER RHODE’S MEN. 


CIVIC FEDERATION MEMBERS. WILL 
INSTITUTE PROCEEDINGS. 


Important Meeting Is Held at Which 
Testimony Is Presented Against 
the City Inspectors and the Decis- 
ion Is Reached to Push the Cases 
Against Them—Supt. Rhode Is Hav- 
ing a Merry War with Ward Con- 
tractors—Evidence Asked For. 

At a meeting of the General committee of 


the Civic Federation yesterday, at which 


the Chairmen of the Municipal committees 
of a number of wards were present, it was 
decided to institute proceedings against 
Supt. Rhode’s men at once. So nearly in 
hand is all the evidence that in the Second, 
Fourth, and Thirty-second Wards the cases 
will be prosecuted this week. 

The meeting, which convened at 4 o’clock, 
in addition to the members of the General 
committee, were representatives from the 
Second, Third, Fourth, Seventh, Twelfth, 
Eighteenth, Twenty-third, Twenty-fourth, 
Twenty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twenty-ninth, 
Thirtieth, Thirty-first, and Thirty-second 
Wards. A careful plan of procedure was 
mapped out. Some of those present thought 
the prosecution of the negligent city in- 
spectors should be directed by the general 
organization. After some discussion it was 
decided it would simplify matters were each 
ward to attend to tts own inspector. This 
plan was adopted. Then the ward repre- 
sentatives were asked how soon they could 
get their evidence in shape. The Second, 
Fourth, and irty-second Ward cases 
could be ready in two days it was found, 
and it was decided to begin with these cases. 
The work of collecting the proofs of the in- 
spectors’ guilt in the remaining wards will 
be pushed as rapidly as possible and the in- 
Spectors are promised an exceedingly live- 
ly time. 

Letters to Householders. 

To facilitate this work it was decided to 
send out circular letters to each house- 
holder in the different wards, containing the 
specifications and duties of both contractors 
and city inspectors, and asking them to 
send in all the evidence they could of neg- 
ligence on the part of either. ‘ 

The letter wil! contain’ thes/following ex- 
tract from a letter written b upt. Rhode: 

The inspector’s duty is té report the 
districts of the ward that are not cleaned 
tri-weekly, in writing, to this office every 
morning at 10 o'clock at roll-call, and if 
such is done teams are put on to do the 
work the contractor is to do under the speci- 
fications and contract with the city if the 
contractor neglects any part of the same, 
and the cost of such teams is deducted from 
the contractor’s vouchers at the end of 
each and every month. 

The ashes and garbage must be removed 
out of the Twenty-fourth Ward three times 
a week, and if such is not done it is simply 
on account of the incompetency or neglect 
of the inspector. This office does everything 
to give the service required and paid for 
by the city, and I will be glad if in the future 
you will notify me of inefficient service 
whenever you find such to be the case. 

Rhode Still in a War. 

Mr. Rhode is still fighting with the gar- 
bage contractors, and says he will continue 
to fight with them until they do the work ac- 
cording to the specifications under which 
they took the contracts. Yesterday he had 
words with James H. Bradley, the contract- 
or for the Nineteenth Ward. In that ward 
a great deal of wire has been thrown into the 
alleys because of the amount of baled hay 
used in the various barns. The contract 
specifications call for the removal of stable 
refuse, and Mr. Rhode holds that wire is in- 
cluded under this head. The contractor 
thinks differently, and yesterday morning 
when teams were put into the ward to re- 
move the wire at his expense he was an 
angry man. He calied on Mr. Rhodeand the 
two had an excited discussion. Bradley 
says he will not pay for the teams, while 
Supt. Rhode says the teams must be paid for. 
It is probable the matter will be taken be- 
fore Commissioner Kent for a decision. 

Five extra teams were put to work in the 
Fourteengh Ward because of the adverse re- 
perts made by the inspectors. 

The subcommittee of the Finance commit- 
tee, together with Commissioner of Public 
Works Kent, went to Milwaukee yesterday 
morning to inspect the system of street 
cleaning in use in that city. The committee 
is composed of Ald. Campbell, Powers, and 
O'Neill. and has for some time been working 
on the street sweeping problem. Before tak- 
ing any action in the matter a trip to Milwau- 
kee was decided on. 

SUPT. RHODE IS NON.-COMMITTAL. 
He Neither Affirms Nor Denies That He 
Has Resigned. 

John C. W. Rhode would not deny yester- 
day he had sent his resignation as Superin- 
tendent of the Street and Alley Cleaning 
Bureau to Mayor Swift. Neither would he 
affirm the story. ty: 

“TIT have not spoken a word to Commis- 
sioner Kent for four weeks,“ said he, and 
what is more, I am not going to go to him. 
Perhaps the Mayor knows what I will do 
and what I won't do.“ 

“Then you have sent your resignation to 
the Mayor? 

1 did not say so, but perhaps he knows 
what I am going to do.”’ 

It was learned from a reliable source that 
Mr. Rhode wrote Mayor Swift a letter ten 
days ago, saying, in substance, he will not 
retain his job longer than April 1 if his 
authority is to be overridden and his orders 
countermanded all the time by Commis- 
sioner Kent. 

The latter sad: Well, if he is dissatis- 
fied why don’t he hand in his resignation? 
I guess there will be no difficulty about get- 
ting it accepted.“ 


HOW SOME DOG PRIZES ARE WON. 


Barkis’ Willingness to Be Anybody's 
Dog Stirs Up Trouble. 

One of the prizes offered at the recent 
bench show of the Mascoutah Kennel club 
was for the best mastiff dog never having 
won a prize and owned, bred, and exhibited 
by a resident of Chicago, and.registered in 
the American Kennel club's stud book.“ 
These conditions narrowed the choice down 
closely, and the prize was won by a dog en- 
tered by Mr. Walter Gunn, Chairman of the 
Bench committee. 

The dpg, Barkis, was bred three years ago, 
and was sold to Mr. D. J. Kennedy, and last 
year exhibited as the property of his daugh- 
ter. But this year it was exhibited as the 
property of Mr. Gunn, his ownership at the 
time fulfilling the conditions offered for the 
special prize. 
alleged, up to a short time before the show 
at Mr. Kennedcy’s home in Oak Park, and a 
few days after the show was seen there 
again. This circumstance aroused a ques- 
tion in the minds of other exhibiters as to 
whether the dog was exhibited under bona 
fide conditions. If the dog belonged to Mr. 
Gunn as exhjbited it could have been secured 
but a few days before the show, it is alleged, 
and if it was, it was again transferred to 
Mr. Kennedy. It was asserted Mr. Kennedy 
had said he again owned the dog. 

Mr. Kennedy was unwilling to say yester- 
day whether he owned the dog or not, and 
declined to say anything about the matter, 
but insisted it was all right and perfectly 
straight. 

Mr. Gunn was inclined to be non-commit- 
tal, saying the dog was his, and he had pa- 
pers to prove it if anyone having any busi- 
ness to make the inquiry asked him. If there 
was any question about it the time of the 
show was the occasion for any protest to be 
made. In regard to the possession of dogs 
he said it was often customary to farm them 
out to people whose property they were, the 
breeder retaining a right to their possession 
for exhibition purposes or for sale. 

The prizes won by Barkis were a silver 
medal and a bicycle. Mr. Gunn has the 
bicycle and Mr. Kennedy the dog. The 
medal is probably. the property of Barkis.
